The question, however, of Korea, .w! 
exact location will be a puzzle toa vastnu 
of intelligent British electors has-so im: 
a bearing upon the interests of this country th 
the future as to deserve a.few moments’ con- 
sideration, even in the midst of such absorbing 
questions as Borough Councils, passive re- 
sistance, and tariff recriminations, . 

At the present moment the Far Eastern 
Question divides itself into two inter-related 
parts—the question of Manchuria and that of 
Korea. She value of the former is com- 
paratively commer-ial, (he latter wholly 
strvegic. Thus what we stand to lose in 
Manchuria eliher by the i.ostia of the nation 
or the timidity of our statesmen is a large 
volume of trading interests, whose surrender 
will, of course, be the precuror of further com- 
mere al sacrifices tg the Muscovite Moloch 
later on. f 

The question of Korea's politcal future, on 
the other hand, is weighted by no commercial 
considerations of any magnitude. It is entirely 
one for the military and naval strategist, a 
fact which brings us into direct political 
fellowship with Japan and the United States 
of America To put it plainly, our united in- 
terests and welfare in tha Far East and the 
Pacific must stand or fall with the integrity of 
Korea : 

Russia's object in her designs upon Korea is 
burdened by no commercial considerations, a 
few small concessions extorted by the astute- 
neasof her diplomatists are the limit of her 

trade in the country. Her ambitions in this 
direction nre based ypon a very intelligible and 
practical policy, and, desplia her mendaciaus 
assurances to the contrary, she {+ setting her- 
‘pelt with systematic deliberation to overcome 
the serious difficulties which stand in the way 
of its absorption. She looks upon Kora as the 
natural consummation, the rounding off of her 
Asiatic aggression, on precisely the same prin- 
ciple that a burglar who has robbed you of 
your watch would demand the Fey as well, on 
the plea that it was indispensable to his first 
acquisition, And itisa plea that has always 
had great weight with altruistic British states- 
men. But, above all, Russia is anxious to con- 
nect Viadivostock and Port Arthur by x con- 
tinuous Russian coast line, and to create a 
Muscovita Gibraltar out of that important 
waterway the Straits of Korea, This {s a pro: 
gramme which threatens not only the future 
existence of Janan, but the last hope of Chin- 
ese integrity and the balance of power jn the 
Pacific. 

Now, this object is traceable in her actions 
as early asthe commencement of the sixties, 
At that time a Russian warship, after taking in 
stores at Shanghai, disippeared in an unknown 
direction, managing in a fog to elnde the 
curiosity of a British frigate who bad followed 
her, For some weeks her pyrsuers cruised 
about those seas intent on ascertaining what 
the Muscovite was up to, when, on the point of 
abandoning their quest, they ran the Russians 
to earth in the penetratia of Tsusima Island, 
in the middle of the Korean Straits. Here, in 
one of those deep and wooded waterways, they 
‘had moored their vessel, landed, erected hos- 
pital buil lings on the pretence of scurvy, and 
hoisted the Russian flag, In fact, qur sailors 
were Just in time to nip in the bud the typical 
fnception of a Russian occupation, There is 
doubt that for the British Navy this strategi- 
cally important island would have been Jost to 
Japan, 

Whatever shadow of reason there may be for 
Russia's belief that she will not meet with seri- 
.ous oprasition in Monchoria, her advance on 
Korea will be made with her eves wide open. 
Not only has she promised Great Britain that 
she will not seize any Korean territory, but 
Japan's attitude in this matter has never ad- 
mitted of the slightest misccnception. The 
assurances of Japanese statesmen that if Rus- 
‘sia interferes jn Korea war will result, admit of 
oequivocation. “Korea,” anid one of these, “Is 
Jike an arrow with the point simed at our hea rts 
it must be either Russian of Japanese, and to 
make it the latter every“one of Japan's soldiers 
will die, ifneed be, to achieve the victory for: 
his Emperor. And after all our soldiers are: 
gone the nation itself, man, woman, and child, 
avill battle, forty millions of us, until the last 
yen is expended und the last life yielded. tis’ 
with us the settled’ purpose and the burning, 
passion of a people.” oe
